TAX RATE IS UNCERTAIN |

Reduction in the cost of oper-, 


ating Upland city affairs ap-) 
peared as very likely today. 
The city council last night 


gave first reading to an ordi- 
nance fixing the amount of mon- 
ey to be raised by taxation. 
Total listed in the proposed law 
was $57,600. This amount, 
however, can be changed before 
adoption and it is, therefore, not 


final. This figure is several 
hundred dollars less than the| 
total of the ordinance adopted 


& year ago. 

Official report on the total 
assessed valuation of property 
within Upland is desired by the 
councilmen before they adopt the 
budget. For that reason the de- 
tailed budget was not approved 
last night. The tax rato is .de- 
termined by the ass2ssel valua- 
tion and the amount of money 
to be raised. Naturally a low 
assessment means a higher rate 
and 4 high valuation means a 
lower rate. 

Figures listed in the first read- 
ing of the ordinance follow: For 
genoral fund, $23,000; for  li- 
brary maintenance and operation, 
$6600; for paying of principal 
and interest on bonded indebted- 


ness, $17,000, and for parks, 
$6000.

High Temperatures of Last 
Week Take Toll But Much 
Fruit Remains

About one- of the lemon 
groves in the Upland district are 
suffering a loss of fruit due to the 
mature crop dropping from the 

ees as the result of high tem- 
peratures recorded here last week 

This is the report today of J. 
Fred Anderson, local horticultural 


inspector, who said that the drop- 


ngs may or may not continue. 


‘Groves that have apparently 
had good care and lots of water 
are not suffering the loss from 
drops aS much as other groves,” 
he said, 

All @wroves, however, are losing’ 
fruit, but the greatest loss, some- 
times as much as 25 per cent of 
the crop, is being experienced in 
the groves that should have had 
more water 

This loss comes at a time when 
pickers are busy taking from the 
trees the greatest crop of lemons 
ever ripening at one time. Pick- 
ing of the fruit will continue for 


several months
